Chicago, Oct. 8 —National attention 
was directed to the opening 
of 
the 
Lakes to the Gulf Deep Waterways 
convention Wednesday when the Re­ 
publican and Democratic nominees for 
the presidency arrived at Chicago, pre­ 
paratory to doing their part in the 
gathering toward promoting the deep 
waterway project that will link the 
great lakes with the ocean. 
William J. Bryan was the first to 
arrive and at 7 o’clock was greeted at 
the Northwestern railway station by a 
delegation that included officials of 
both the waterways convention and 
the Democratic 
national 
committee. 
Some later W. H. Taft received a 
similar greeting, and after a short 
interval was escorted to the conven­ 
tion, where he delivered the first no­ 
table speech that will mark the three 
days’ session. 
Each of the political 
leaders talked enthusiastically upon 
his arrival about the project which led 
to the great gathering now in session 
Scenes preceding the tapping of the 
gavel by President Kavananaugh, who 
called the gathering to order, 
were 
reminiscent of the national convention 
of one of the great political parties. 
Tuesday evening the down town ho­ 
tel lobbies had been thronged with 
early arriving delegates and visitors, 
and in the hours before the first ses­ 
sion was called to order the throngs 
had been increased until officials of 
the convention declared 20,000 attend­ 
ants were already on the ground. 
When the convention was called 
to 
order every delegate’s seat was filled 
and the galleries of the 
Auditorium 
theater had long been filled with for­ 
tunate possessors of tickets. 
The ap­ 
pearance of W. H. Taft, who was in­ 
troduced by Governor Deneen, was the 
signal for an ovation that lasted sever­ 
al minutes. 
With the exception of the speech by 
President Kavanaugh outlining 
the 
work of the association and the suc­ 
cess it has attained this was the only 
official business that occupied the con­ 
vention until the introduction of Mr. 
Taft.

Fire at That City Doe. Vast 
Amount o£ Damage. 
Beaumont, Oct. 8.—This city had a 
big fire. 


The Southern Pacific railway shops 
and roundhouse were destroyed, en­ 
tailing a loss approximating $200,000.

This broke the spout 
ort at the tank and caused the oil to 
shoot from the 
tank 
In a six-inch 
stream, deluging the engine and flood­ 
ing the roundhouse. 
Fire was quick­ 
ly communicated from the engine as 
it backed out of the roundhouse. 
The negro, Crap, attempted to stop 
the flow of oil from the tank and was 
caught In the flames and dragged out 
The entire building was filled with a 
dense smoke in a few seconds, and it 
was with difficulty the score or more 
of men therein made their escape. 
Withiq ten minutes the storage tank 
exploded and scattered oil in every 
direction. 
The oil filled the round 
house, overflowed in every direction, 
and was conveyed in streams under 
the warehouses of the Houston lee and 
Brewing company and 
the 
Waters- 
Pierre o n company, a short distance 
away. 
By quick and strenuous work 
the fire department saved these build­ 
ings. 
The oil tanks on several of the en­ 
gines exploded at intervals and shot 
Incandescent lights several hundred 
feet into the air. 
The walls of the 
roundhouse fell in about an hour after 
the fire started. 
The roundhouse con­ 
tained twenty-four stalls, was of brick 
and was thoroughly modern. 
It was 
built fifteen years ago, and its est.i 
mated cost was $30,000. 
There werp 
five ordinary engines valued at $15,000 
each, one new $15,000 passenger en­ 
gine and two switch engines worth 
$10,000 each in the roundhouse, an*1 
all were destroyed, making a total loss 
of $150,000 on engines and the round­ 
house. 
A two-story brick building in which 
oil was stored and five or six freight 
cars wptp also consumed 
Losses are covered by blanket lnsur 
ance.

result of some long continued period 
of industrial and commercial depres­ 
sion. 
The fact is that the upbuilding of 
the country town and suburban vil­ 
lage as an antidote aud safeguard 
against the poisonous social, moral, 
physical and political consequences of 
herding millions of our working peo­ 
ple together iii the unnatural congested 
lite of the tenements is Hie one great 
question that rises above all others in 
importance as a problem that this na­ 
tion must solve. 
Unless it does solve 
it it will suffer death from human de- 
generacy—the fate of so many nations 
and civilizations that have risen in the 
past only to be destroyed. Ours will be 
likewise destroyed unless we take heed 
in time. 
The danger arises from the conges­ 
tion of population in cities and from 
nothing else. 
The solution lies in cheekwg the fur­ 
ther g.'owth of cities at the homes of 
iudi stria! workers and scattering those 
homes into and among suburban home- 
croft villages and in country towns 
and rural settlements. 
To do that trode and industry must 
bo decentralized. 
Lad nm; ies of all 
kinds must be established in the sub­ 
urbs of the cities <,a la I he towns in­ 
stead of in the congested centers. That

Class No. I, without school train ­ 
ing, 4,682,498. 
Cl ass No. 2, with common school 
training, 52,862,951. 
Class No 3, with commpn and high 
school training. 2,165,357. 
Class No. 4, with college or higher 
training, I,071,201. 
Now we would like to know just 
how many of our most noted men 
oamejfrom each of these classes.; The 
investigation showed that: 
Class No. I, of 4,682,498, more than 
1-10 of whole furnished 31 noted men. 
Class No. 2, of 32,862,451, about 4-5 
of whole furnished 808 noted men. 
(-lass No. 3, of 2,165,357, about 
1-20 of whole furnished 1,245 noted 
m en. 
Class No. 4, of 1,071,201, about 1-40 


It thus appears that an educated 
I child has one chance in 150,000 of be­ 
coming a noted factor in the w orld’s 
progress. 
A common school educa- 
i Hon increases ins chances four times, 
I while a high 
school education in- 
j creases the chances of the common 
school boy twenty-three times, 
and 
gives 
him 
eighty-seven 
times the 
chance of the uneducated. 
A college education increases the 
chances of a high school boy nine 
times, thus giving him 219 times the 
chance of common school boy and 
800 times the chance of the uneducated. 
It is a surprising fact, th at of the 7,- 
8u2 noted men 4,810, more than half 
of them, are full college graduates. 
An education is worth while. 
Every 
man should desire as many chances 
possible 
for his boy or his girl. 
Everyone w ho believes in education 
should vote and work for the amend­ 
ment to Section 3 of Article VII of 
State Constitution, relating to public 
school, in the November election.

PEABODY FUND. 


Has Been Decided to Stop 
Further Distribution. 
New York, Nov. 8.— Surprise 
has 
been occasioned by the trustees of 
the Peabody education fund. who m et 
in this city and decided not to m ake a 
final distribution of the fund of $2,- 
500,000 left by George Peabody of M as­ 
sachusetts in 1867 for educating the 
children of the southern states. 
In 
establishing the fund the donor provid­ 
ed that the incom e of $2,500,000 was 
to be used for educational purposes, 
and that at the end of thirty years the 
trustees could distribute the money 
among such educational institutions 
as they should elect. 
At a previous m eeting of the tru s­ 
tees. am ong whom is President Roose­ 
velt, it was practically decided to make 
the distribution. 
In 1875, the trustees 
believing th a t the southern states pro­ 
viding com m on school education for 
the children of th at section, estab ­ 
lished the Peabody Norm al College 
for Teachers. 
In the distribution of 
the fund it was intended to give $1 - 
€00,000 outright to this college, and 
to apportion the balance of the fund 
am ong such oth er ( durational institu­ 
tions as the tru stees should name. 
Tb£ reason given fpr not m aking 
the distribution, it was stated, wa 4 
that the Peabody Normal College for 
T eachers has not complied with the 
conidtions stipulated by the tru ste rs 
when the college w a ' founded. 
The 
agreem ent was to entitle the Peabody 
college to $ 1,0 0 0 , 0 0 0 when the distri­ 
bution was made, appropriations ag­ 
gregating $750,000 m ust first bn m a d ' 
for the benefit of the college I 7 the 
city of Nashville, Davidson county, 
and the state of Tennessee. 
Joseph 
H. Choate and Richard Olney of the 
board of trustees were appointed a 
com m ittee to investigate w hether this 
condition has been lived up to, and 
their report showed that the city of 
Nashville and Davidson countjr m ade 
appropriations am ounting to $300,000, 
but that the state has yet made no ap­ 
propriation. The committee was given 
to understand, however, that the legis­ 
lature of the state, which will meet, 
next January, will probably make the 
appropriation. 
Therefore the trustees 
decided not to distribute the fund un­ 
til some time a fte r next January. 
If 
the state of T ennessee makes the nec­ 
essary appropriation the trustees may 
call a meeting in February in W ash­ 
ington and then m ake the distribution.

“TOWN COW” CIVIC PROBLEM. 


Women of a Tennessee 
Municipality 
Active For Improvement. 
W hat can bo done in tho way of 
civic improvement in the smaller mu­ 
nicipalities has been demonstrated by 
the Civic Improvement club of Hunt­ 
ington, Tenn. 
Organised in Angust, 
1900, with thirty member;’, the club 
now numbers fifty. 
Inasmuch as the 
club’s membership is limited to wom­ 
en, that part of the work for a more 
beautiful city which requires the serv­ 
ices of the men is left ta the Hunting- 
ton Commercial club, and in many 
things the two organizations co-oper­ 
ate to advantage. 
Interest in the work for \ Inch the 
improvement club was formed was 
great from the beginning. 
Some of the 
questions to be considered w re lim­ 
iting the range of “the town cove/' re­ 
pairing the streets and ride wa Irs, the 
supnrcssion of welds, along the si-le- 
wrd 3 and the removal of waste paper 
and sweepings from tho streets. 
By the cattle quarantine the town 
cow soon was kept in pr p r bounds. 
Councils were moved by pui he senti­ 
ment to repair un rightly si 
walks 
and cut down t ill weeds. 
The club 
bought a devon garbage cans and dis­ 
tributed them in various parts of the 
town so that shopkeepers and house­ 
holders could put the-ii* waste paper 
and trash iii them. 
Through the efforts of tho club the 
barren square at the railroad station 
was transformed into a park. 
The 
railroad company fenced the park, set 
out the trees anti furnished the gravel 
for sidewalks. 
The Commercial club 
paid for the work of grading, graveling 
the wmlks and a supply of grass seed. 
The women’s organization planned'the 
walks and flower beds and superin­ 
tended the planting. 
Much of that 
work was done by members. 
Two flower parks were placed in tho 
town square under the sole care of the 
Civic Improvement club. 
These for­ 
merly were vacant lots, adorned only 
with hitching posts, weeds and a sun­ 
dry collection of tin cans. 
All the 
plants, 
flower seeds and shrubbery 
were supplied by friends of the club. 
In addition the club was active ’n 
getting seventy-five trees planted in 
the highways and now is urging the 
planting of 500 more. 
For the benefit 
of the boys and girls of the town the 
dub is planning for the establishment 
of a public library. 
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What tho Proas Can Do. 
One of the most powerful influences i 
In the upbuilding or improvement of 
city or town is the public press. Many 
instances are on record where highly 
effective work has been accomplished 
in a very short time. 
It is but re­ 
cently that a Seattle editor, who had 
long and persistently advocated a mu­ 
nicipal cleanup, decided to take more 
drastic action. 
So he sent forth his 
photographer to take pictures of refuse 
dumps close to residences of prominent 
people, of filthy corners and byplaces 
close in and of the deplorable condi­ 
tion 
of 
a 
tiny 
brook 
which 
runs 
through the city. 
These and scores of 
other unkempt spots were photographed, 
and each day two or three were shown 
in the paper, with the result that a 
general rush was made to clean up 
before the photographs showed too 
many 
residences of wealthy people 
close by filthy refuse dumps. 
Some in­ 
dignant remonstrances were made, but 
of what use Is lr to “scrap’* v hen alto­ 
gether to blame?
